Cancel claim 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3 - 8 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Nishihara et al. and Whatmore et al. show a thin film piezoelectric resonator 
comprising a piezoelectric thin film, an upper electrode and a lower electrode arranged 
on opposite surfaces of the piezoelectric thin film for applying an excitation voltage to 
the piezoelectric thin film and lead out portions of the upper and lower electrodes but 
where the piezoelectric thin film of the upper and lower electrodes are the same. 

Barber (Fig. 2) shows a similar a thin film piezoelectric resonator comprising a 
piezoelectric thin film and further comprising a single ground electrode (42) where the 
electrode thickness of the ground electrode is larger than the electrode thickness of the 
top electrodes in the same plane (40, 44) but the prior art does not teach or suggest 
where an electrode thickness of at least one part of the lead-out portion of the upper or 
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lower electrodes is larger than the electrode thickness of the resonant portion formed to 
be continued from the lead-out portion (claim 1); where claims 6, 7 and 8 comprise the 
same limitations for a filter, duplexer and method and where the lead-out portion of the 
upper or lower electrodes is different in electrode material from the resonant portion 
formed to be continued from the lead-out portion (claim 3), thus the claims are in 
condition for allowance.
